The Duke does 
do it well! Besides himself and his two Whippers-in, there were Walters, 
the Huntsman, and six Second Horsemen and two runners, all in Hunt livery; 
and I had nearly forgotten another laddie with a terrier in a terrier-bag on 
horseback All the Hunt Staff wear green, and they were well mounted on 
thick-set dock-tail horses-—one might almost call them cobs. I had two of the 
Duke’s enormous nags, very thick and coarse they looked to me; but I sup 
pose I felt like a feather and they certainly carried me top-hole. Presently 
we trotted off to draw, and hounds had hardly been cheered into covert, when 
out popped a fox at the far end. The Whipper-in blew his whistle and in 
a minute the big doghounds came tumbling out and hit off the line with a 
great burst of music. It was a stone wall country-——no ditches—so I felt quite 
at home. The fox didn’t try to make a point at first; he tried a bit of twist- 
ing and it was quite half an hour before he decided to face the open; but 
there was some nice jumping and a lot of hound work, which gave me a good 
chance to see what a wonderfully good Huntsman His Grace is. Mind, he 
doesn’t jump a fence, not one, (he rides well over twenty stone——close to 
three hundred pounds), but, as he says himself, he ‘knows where the holes 
are’, and he knows the entire country like a book and he is always with 
hounds; though how he does it, God knows. Presently the fox went away, 
and hounds hitting the line off, raced away across the open with a grand ery. 
For thirty-five minutes they never faltered, and they certainly can go a pace! 
The Duchess and her two daughters went as straight as strings—-I never saw 
two such children to ride—the eldest, Blanche, is fifteen; the other, Diana, 
thirteen——and I can only say that I was quite content to ride beside them 
and very glad to be able to stay there 

We got out of the stone wall country and met hedges with ditches 
either on the landing or the take-off side——or both——but my horse never hesi 
tated, never made a mistake, and jumped magnificently The Duke was 
there, too. somehow, never jumping a fence, but always on hand if hounds had 
faltered (which they didn’t) and at last we caught sight of our fox, just strug 
gling over a ploughed field. His brush was wet and heavy with clay, and he 
was dead beat. The Duke galloped out in front cheering his hounds; they got 
their heads up; caught sight of their beaten quarry; and in another minute 
had rolled him over, after as smart a burst as I have seen on this side of the 
watel The Duke turned around and saw me and looked pleased. ‘Did he 
carry you well?” he asked, and smiled broadly when I waxed enthusiastic. 
But the music You never heard such music; it was better than the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, by far! 

I shall never forget that first visit to Badminton, or the many kind 
nesses that grand old sportsman showed to me; for although I never saw 
him again, we corresponded regularly until he died many years later, and he 
was forever sending me hounds and writing me of the sport he loved so well, 
and of the successes of his son, the present Duke, whom I did not meet until 
I came to England to live. Thirty years ago how the time flies—and what 


hanges the years have brought!

The Bryn Mawr Hound Show at the Radnor Kennels in Philadelphia was 
a distinct innovation for this justly celebrated affair but the change in scene 
by no means deteriorated from the Show. In fact it provided one of the best 
hound shows seen in some time and the kennels of one of the oldest hunts 
in America proved an improvement over the traditional ring and tent at 
Bryn Mawr where the hound show has always heretofore been but a part 
of the big week’s show and but a small part, at that, with but one division 
each day 

The five rings of American, Penn Marydel, Harriers, 
Welsh kept spectators on the qui vive throughout an entire day and the 
spectacle proved once again, that for pure pleasure, a hound show can pro- 


jassets, Beagles and 


vide one of the best days in a hunting man’s curriculum as long as he 
cannot spend it hunting It is always a temptation at bench shows for 
spectators to wonder whether the re.pective hounds could win in the field 
where many times conformation has proven to be of not the slightest conse- 
quence, but perhaps the very illusory nature of the show, in which specula- 
tion and imagination are rife concerning hunting instincts, adds rather than 
detracts from the pleasures of the day 

A good hound who measures up to the standard, such as one of the Ameri- 
can hounds, who have a real grace with their swanlike heads, thin necks, 
slim almost greyhound bodies, and long straight legs, compel the imagina- 
tion to visualize them hunting their fox and driving to a kill, for their whole 
physiognmy impresses the spectator with their ability, inherent in these 
physical attributes. 

The hound show may not provide a practical test, but there is not the 
slightest doubt of its value in impressing upon hunting men the qualification 
of a good standard. One cannot help but learn a great deal about a hound’s 
conformation from watching a bench show and as such the bench show is 
well worth the time, trouble and expense that each show entails. More im- 
portant, even than the familiarity with the hound standard, is the real sense 
of comraderie that such a show as Bryn Mawr’s Radnor venture stimulates 
among foxhunters themselves 

There is an atmosphere and there was decidedly such an atmosphere at 
the Radnor Kennels last week, call it a communion of spirits, if you will, or 
a meeting of the minds, that lends enchantment to a real sporting day. In 
almost every other sporting venture that can be imagined, there is always 
some slight commercial atmosphere which lays an admonitory hand on all 
who are present A bench show is different. In the first place, no one at a 
bench show is showing hounds for the money they are to derive 
They do not even bring the large sums which some of the

for sport alone. 
crack English paeks have been able to command in the past The hounds’ 
natural timidness, their kindly, patient eyes, their naive manner, emphasises 
further the non-commercial atmosphere of sport for sport's sake 

Around each ring at Radnor were clustered a coterie of well wishers, 
studying, comparing, deciding in their own minds, what hounds best lived 
up to the standard. Picking flaws in nature and the breeder’s handiwork is 
always a fascinating game, but it is never more pleasant than at a hound 
show, and no hound show ever had a more ideal setting, a pleasanter atmos- 
phere, keener interest, or a finer exhibition than this transplanted Bryn Mawr 
Hound Show. Many expressed the hope that Radnor’s kennels could be a 


permanent fixture for this sporting day. 
It was one of those rare times, when the spirit of all for 


well remembered 


It was most certainly a day to be 


one and one for all, permeates the whole and lends an air of true grace to 
the entire proceedings ,which, after all, is but the essence of good sports- 


manship. 


Hounds on the bench may 


not prove so much the ability of a 


hound to hunt, but even more important, they bring together a clan of good 


sportsmen who find a common joy in a pack of hounds.

Saturday afternoon opened with 
the Jingle’s win of the amateur 
working hunter. Ridden by Freddy 
Wettach who rode all three’ Bryn 
Du’s entries in this class and the 
corinthian, he gave a good round to 
place over Chelsea Ruseus and Muf- 
fin Man. [I particularly like this lat- 
ter horse, who is a ful] brother to 
Pastry, the stake horse, and is’ by 
John P. Grier, out of Muffin. He 
moves along at a perfect pace, jumps 


well, and gave a brilliant perfor- 
mance to win the corinthian. 
Saturday night closed the show 


with Grey Simon winning both pre- 
liminaries. Judges J. North Fletcher, 
Mrs. Celeste Van Lennep and Rae- 
burn Parker liked this horse throu- 
ghout the show but he did not seem 
to like the rough, hard, going. Mr. 
Fletcher rode al] four horses in the 
conformation preliminary, though I 
do not like the way Grey Simon gal- 
lops this seemed to confirm all three 
judges’ opinion, and he certainly is 
beautifully put together, short back 
and lovely hocks and legs. 

Ending up with 19 points, Jitney 
Jingle won the working hunter 
championship, over Grey Simon's 9 


points. Chelsea Ruscus was confor- 
mation champion with 17 1-2 points, 
and closely contested for the reserve 
by the Jingle who had 16 _ points. 
Though small in quantity, the hunter 
division was excellent in quality. 

The ring, stabling, lighting, etc. 
were excellent, the setting lovely 
with a little lake in the background, 
but the outside course left much to 
be desired and was put together in 
a haphazard way. The going was in- 
excusably rocky and as hard as 
cement. If there had been a_ hard 
rain, (which is very likely here at 
this time of year), it would have been 
a sea of mud. The fences were aver- 
age height, but some were on bad 
angles and out of line. All very well 
to say that a real hunter should be 
able to jump from odd angles out of 
bad going, but the show hunter ig 
something quite different and this 
type course does not make towards 
even performances. The third fence 
is a simulated stone wall made of 
wood; looking like a leftover from 
the jumper course. Besides being ut- 
terly unnatural, it was quite big and 
the cause of a number of hard falls, 
and few horses jumped it well. This 
course has great possibilities how- 
ever and as it was the first year at 
this new place perhaps I am over crit- 
ical, as it will undoubtedly have a 
great deal of work done on it before 
next year’s show. It is set in a glade 
of trees which is both attractive, 
natural, and unique for a_ hunter 
course, 

While discussing hunters, I think 
there should be some revision in the 
working hunter specifications. I be- 
lieve that this division was started 
in order to give the real hunting 
hunter a chance against that entirely 
different type—the show hunter. 
Try as a judge may, when all the 
conformation hunters are in the 
working classes, it stands to reason 
that the latter gets overlooked. Ap- 
propose of this, what ever happened 
to the ‘‘Qualified’’ hunter? Of course 
it was really a farce in most cases 
with horses going up a road six or 
seven times when out with hounds. 
But couldn’t some arrangement be 
made so that working hunters must 
be qualified, and a certificate only 
given to horses who have really gone 
well behind hounds, and every sea- 
son too, not every third or fourth 
year. It is so discouraging to the 
average person who has one or two 
real and hunters and would like to 
show them ocassionally for fun, (not 
for business!!), 

The jumper division was dominat- 
ed by Freddy Wettach's (of the 
fabulous mustard breeches) grey 
mare Plymouth Rock who won two 
blues and two yellows, to take the 
championship with 16 points. Tied 
for reserve were John Morris’ Blue 
Moon and William Loeffler’s Bowl- 
ing Green, who each had_ twelve 
points. They jumped off and the lat- 
ter horse won and was pinned reser- 
ve. All three of these horses were 
owner ridden which is always nice 
to see. 

The nicest class of the whole show 
Was the under ten years old class. 
The average age of the ten exhibitors 
was about six, and was won by 2a 
dear little boy not yet five named

Dr. Frank Hare, of Lexington, Ky., 
who arrived Tuesday to judge the 
thoroughbred classes, commented on 
the general high quality of all the 
entries shown.

dangerous There is a tremendous 
amount of prejudice and misinfor- 
mation on this subject, and it is a

pity parents hear more about’ the 
mishaps and troubles of jumping 
than they do of its pleasures and 


benefits. 

Who was it who gathered together 
a vast amount of statistics which pro- 
ved conclusively the most dangerous 
thing in the world to do was to walk 
downstairs! 

Well, the point is, if you regulated 
your life by what is 100 percent safe, 
living would get pretty dull. 

Parents often forget that it is bet- 
ter for a child to start jumping when 
young, and muscles are more resili- 
ent, than to wait and take it up as 
an adult, when a fall hurts! 

No one can prevent accidents from 
happening, of course. As long as 
human nature is what it is, and horse 
nature is what it is, mistakes of 
judgment are going to be made by 
both parties, all we can do is to pre- 
vent as many as possible. At least 
we can eliminate those that come 
from neglect or carelessness. 

With children the first step to 
take is to get as reliable a children’s 
hunter as possible. At most hunt 
clubs good mounts can be rented 
which are especially suitable for 
children. If one can buy a children’s 
so much the better, as then 
rider can get wholly ac-

horse when these things happen: 

1. Horse shies. 

2. Horse bucks. 

3. Horse stumbles. 

4. Horse has run-out or refusal. 

The only way to be prepared for 
1, 2, and 3 is to develop a good leg 
grip acquire sensitive hands, so that 
when the horse suddenly spies a 
paper floating across his 
path, the rider’s grip against his 
body is quick and instinctive as 
breathing. The hands should be kept 
relaxed, yet always in light contact 
with the But if you 
do happen to them,remember, 
GRIP! 

Good riders can ride without reins 
if they have to. Witness the amazing 
performance which the steeplechase 
jockey Bellhouse gave this summer 
when his horse almost fell, and threw 
both reins over on one side of the 
horse’s neck, but nevertheless he 
kept his horse balanced and straight, 
finished the course, and won the 
People watching didn’t know 
what had happened until he pulled 
up. 

It would be nice if there were some 
magic formula for sticking on, but 
there isn’t—just the three old 
standbys—gzgrip, good hands, and a 
sense of balance, And definitely, all 
three can be acquired. 

In the case of run-outs and _ re- 
fusals, it is wise for the rider to 
figure out what is in the _ horse’s 
mind that makes him refuse. Is he 
tired or gone stale? Did he get your 
signals right, so that he knows you 
want him to jump? Did you let him 
go at the right point? Did you fuss at 
the reins, or snatch him and get him 
all mixed up? Then correct the trou- 
ble at the source, and there will be 
less refusals to deal with. 

Getting caught back or being too 
far forward on your horse are obnox- 
ious looking faults, and make a rider 
feel like a sack of flour, but seldom 
lead to actually falling off, or bad 
spills. 

The worst kind of a fall to get 1s 
where the horse fails to take off, or 
gets in under a fence so much that 
the forward motion turns him over. 
Don’t stop to think, just relax, and 
get off quick, rolling away if you can. 
The idea is not to stiffen up. Note 
the way jockeys do this, if you spot 
a spill in the movies

No child should ever ride or jump 
with stirrups that are too large. On 
a saddle horse, it wouldn’t make any 
difference, but on a hunter it cer- 
tainly would. The worst hunting ac- 
cident we ever saw occurred when a 
horse fell, and the rider’s foot slip- 
ped through stirrups which were too 
large. He got dragged, and seriously 
hurt 

Land on your feet if you can, but 
whether you do or not, try to hang 
on to the reins. The whole ring or 
field is disrupted when a horse dash- 
es about. An excellent hunter of our 
acquaintance makes it a habit to 
check personally every bit of equip- 
ment about his horse. before he goes 


to a hunt. It only takes a minute 
and may prevent an accident 
Finally, whenever you can, let 


vour horse alone. He can take care 
of himself very well—and you too 

if you will let him. As a_ famous 
horseman once said, ‘‘Common sense 
is a quality possessed by all horses 
and some people,”
